Eow prices, 

Manv persons appear to Suppose tiat the dowri' 
ward tendency in the prices of neady every Rf ■ 
tide of produce and merchandise is owing entire ». 
ly to tbe financial revulsion, and that we mi ly 
therefore look lor a return to the old rates wi so on 
as the money market becomes a lif.le more set ■ 
lied. A very little examination w.ll show the, 
fallacy of this theory, as we can trace the rise in . 
the market value of produce in nearly every case i 
to something besides a plethora of money, and 
can find the causes of the decline further buck [ 
than the panic which was first felt after the be - 1 
ginning of autumn. It is true that the change has i 
been more rapid, and, in most cases, more radi 
cal, ill consequence of the revulsion, but the | 
causes were at work long before the money mar 
ket was fir.*t chronicled. 3'ake the article of 
sugar as an illustration. Owing 'o several sue 
cessive failures in the Louisiana crop the import 
ed article had the monopoly of the market, and 
the consumption, stimulated by the previous low 
prices, gained upon the production and rapidlv 
reduced the slock. 

Speculation stepped in and added its influence 
to increase the apparent scarcity, by withdraw 
ing a portion of the supply from the market. The 
result was that the price of good Cuba sugar 
slowly advanced from at w;iich rate the 

consumption had been enormous, to 
where it was nominally maintained for several 
months. We cautioned our readers against rely- 
ing upon this as a price to be supported in the 
face of the better crop promised from Louisiana; 
and it is apparent to all disinterested observers 
that the value must hate declined even if there 
had been no severe pre.ssurc in the money mar 
ket. The frost, which has again cut off 20 or 2,^ 
per cent of the domestic production, might have 
saved a portion of the fall, but nothing could 
have maintained the old rates, even though the 
crop of Louisiana had again failed As it is, the 
domestic yield for the current year is set down at 
from 225,tH)0 to 261), (JOO hogsheads, aud now that 
we have only begun to receive the new sugar, the 
price of choice Cuba has fallen from 'l),^c, the 
highest rate of the last year, to 7^^c, tl»c current 
price ill this market last 'rhnrsday. 

The same thing will hold true of breadstuffs. 
The successive failure of the crops throughout 
most of Europe gave an unusual export demand 
in this country at a period when, from various 
causes, the home production had been somewhat 
reduced; and the war in Southeastern Europe 
created a large consumption at all .Mediterranean 
ports, white it shut up the sources of supply 
from couniries bordering on the Black Sea. Un 
der this state of things, common Slate flour, the 
standard for export although below the grade 
most used for home consumption, sold in tliis 
market asfurback as Mav, 1>55, at $10 50 per 
barrel, and choice family grades were taken at 
wholesale as high as thirteen dollar* .Since 
fhat date, and especially during the last year, 
Europe has been recovering from its dependence, 
the crops abroad have improved, those who were 
buyers have now some surplus to spare, new 
sources of supply have been opened, and produc 
tion stimulated by the high rates. In the face of 
this deore.ased demand from this country, the 
crops have been abundant here, leaving us a 
large surplus to export. 

These causes must have led to lower prices 
had there been no financial earthquake to expe- 
dite the leveling process. Europe cannot be 
whollv independent of this country in this res 
pect, and the West Indies, South America, and 
Australia must each take a portion of our abun- 
dance, but the partial demand to which the tr.idc 
is likely to be confined must prevent our dictating 
prices, and we must now sell at competing rates 
instead of controlling the market. The produc 
ers who saw this matter in the light in which it 
was presented last summer and fall, and took the 
earliest opportunity to dispose of the product of 
thnir harvest, have no occasion to censure those 
who gave them .such advise, although it might 
have been iiiipalatablo at the time The super 
fine State flour, whicliless than three years ago 
ruled fora little while at $10 .50 per bbl., can 
now be replaced of freshly ground wheat in equal 
quality at $4 30 per bbl., while very choice Michi- 
gan, ludiana, and Ohio double extra brands can 
be bought at wholesale for $6 50@$7 per bbl. 

We might carry the illustration much farther 
if there were any occasion .or additional proof, 
but what has been said may be sufficient to show 
ih It prices must liave declined, had there been 
no di.*astrous crisis in financial affairs. 'I'he fall 
might have been more gradual, but the reaction 
was ccrUiin. Cotton has suflVred more than any 
other article of produce considering the magni- 
tude of the interests involved, but this was pro 
dieted, long before the panic in wall street. 'J'hc 
fall in prices in this staple within a few months 
up to the first week in January, 1858, was nearly 
fifty per cent., but the market here has recovered 
since that date. The lowest quotation was 
about Jan. 2d, when middling upland was rated 
at 8^; the price yesterday was Iff; but on the 
24th d.iy of August the same quality was quoted 
Rt 15^ cents. Wool has fallen oft' about thirty 
percent.; and raw silk is quoted in Europe at 
5U per cent, decline in the medium and lower 
grades Pork has declined forty per cent, and 
most other meat provisions In the same, orstHl 
greater, proportion. Real estate has begun 
to feel the same influence, and there is 
nothing of material value, which can escape the 
undermining tide, unless some peculiar circum 
stances shall make it, for the time being, an ex- 
ception to the general rule. 

vVe have not made these comparative state 
ments for the sako of depreciating the value of 
property, but to show the true foundation on 
which our prosoerity must be once more renewed 
Money is daily growing plenticr, and it is likely 
to become very abund.int and consequently cheap. 

In this state of things the low prices at which all 
other property is held will once more tempt capi 
tul into active employment. No amount of glow- 
ing prophecy concerning the good times coining 
will induce those Avho have suffered so deeply to 
enter into fresh engagements, until they are sure 
that “things have found' their level.” At the 
present time tbe average reduction in value is 
between forty and fifty per cent., and w e have al- 
ready sutficieiit evidence that, with many pro- 
ducts, orices have “touched bottom.” Others 
must decline still further, but a large proportion 
have evidently approached' their lower limit.— 
This, instead of being au indication of evil, is 
the most hopeful sign of a happy change not far 
dist.int, when all traces of past disaster will be 
eradicated by the channels of a fresh activity.

New Orleans, Jan. 25. 

The steamer Tennessee has arrived from Vera 
Cruz with dates to the 21st. The country was in 
a complete state of anarchy Nearly all the 
mail stages between Vera Cruz and the capital 
have been robbed. Nearly every State and town 
is pronouncing against Comonfort. The city of 
Mexico is in a state of siege. On the 1 1th the 
Tuloaga brigade which fir.st declared for the Die 
latorsiiip, pronounced against Comonlort. it 
holds tlie citadel and barracks of San Augustine 
and Santc Domingo. Comonfort was refused 
admittanecto the last named. Comonfort assem- 
bled two thousand troops at the palace with arlil 
lery, and arrested Gen. Tuloaga, whom he after 
wards released on parole. .A portion of the 
Tuloaga brigade favor Tuloaga for the Presi- 
dency, others are in favor of Santa Anna. On 
the 15th San Augustine was attacked by (Jomon 
fort’s troops. The foreigners repulsed them all 
and hoisted the flags of their respective countries 
Confusion reigns at the capital. 

St. Louis, Jan. 25. 

A gentleman who left Leavenworth on the 20th 
arrived this evening and reports having traveled 
from Weston to Boonville with a messenger 
bearing dispatches from Calhoun to the members 
of the Cabinet at Washington, the tenor of which, 
as derived from the messenger, is, that Calhoun 
expected the returns sent to Denver instead of 
him. On that ground, according to the Lccomp 
ton schedule, they arc illegal, and therefore void. 
This gives the State offices to the Democrats, 
also one majority in the Council and one in the 
House.

Serious disturbances have occurred between 
the settlers in the Shawnee reservations and the 
Indians, resulting in the latter driving off all set- 
tlers and burning their houses and crops. 

Gov. Richardson arrived at Omaha, Nebraska, 
on the 10th. In reply to a message from a ma- 
jority of the Legislature now at Florence, he ex- 
presses his disapprobation at their recent adjourn- 
ment to that place, and requests that an immedi- 
ate return he made to Omaha.
